Campaigning 
group’s call 
to revive Bay

A PORTHCAWL 
campaigning group 
has called on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) to make a 
part of Sandy Bay 
suitable for touring 
caravans and 
camper vans. 

Sandy Bay was 
cleared 12 years ago, 
when regeneration plans 
were being drawn up. 

At the time, a sprawl¬ 
ing site on Sandy Bay 
was home to touring car¬ 
avans, camper vans, and 
also static caravans. 

Faced with spending 
cash on refurbishing 
services on the site, 
BCBC opted instead to 
clear it, and the land was 


allocated for housing 
under regeneration 
plans. 

At the time, the 
BCBC’s director of edu¬ 
cation, leisure and 
amenities, the late David 
Matthews, told The 
GEM that BCBC should 
not be in the business of 
running a commercial 
operation such as a camp 
site. 

Presumably, BCBC 
then rejected the idea of 
asking a commercial 
company to run it for 
them, opting instead to 
clear the site. 

Now, Porthcawl 
SHOUT has put forward 
a “discussion document” 
asking BCBC to 


acknowledge that regen¬ 
eration is in limbo, and 
to welcome back camper 
vans and caravans. 

Gary Victor of 
SHOUT explained the 
proposal. He said: 
“BCBC decided to close 
the Sandy Bay Touring 
Caravan Park in 
Porthcawl 12 years ago 
and the resulting loss of 
revenue was a financial 
disaster for the business 
community on New 
Road and the east side of 
Porthcawl. 

“Sandy Bay quickly 
degenerated into the 
wilderness it is today, 
and Porthcawl residents 
are concerned that it 
could remain in this state 


for a further 12 years - 
or even longer!” 

The existing 

Porthcawl regeneration 
plan is, inevitably, 
dependent on market 
conditions, and Mr 
Victor fears that there is 
a risk that it might not go 
ahead within the present 
20-year owners’ agree¬ 
ment period, and that the 
Sandy Bay area could 
deteriorate further. 

He said: “To avoid 
this situation, BCBC 
could consider a tempo¬ 
rary development proj¬ 
ect to re-open it as a 
touring and camper van 
park - as it was for over 
37 years.”

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JOBLESS FIGURES TELL A STORY 


G overnment figures can at 
best be confusing and contradic¬ 
tory. Take recent unemployment 
figures. 

You may have read that unemployment had 
increased by 6,100 between May and June to 1.6 
million claimants over the age of 18. 

You may also have read that in the same period 
there were 2.58 million people unemployed. Which 
is the truth? 

The answer is both. The first set of figures are 
for people claiming Job Seeker’s Allowance or 
JSA, and the second are based on International 
Labour Organisation (ILO) figures, which includes 
those who may be seeking work but not claiming, 
or eligible for, benefits. 

If you dig beneath both sets of figures they 
show you the trends. Both the JSA and the ILO 
show the number of men over 25 who are unem¬ 
ployed as declining this quarter which, with the 
Olympic Games and the main tourist season, is to 
be expected. 

Male unemployment may have fallen by 34,000 
over the last quarter, but it rose by 54,000 over the 
last year, reaching 1.48 million in March-May 
2012. 

What is more worrying is the increase in unem¬ 
ployment of women, young people and those 
unemployed for more than two years. Interestingly, 
the number of people over the age of 65 now in 
employment has risen to 929,000, the highest since 
1992. 

Nationally, unemployment is at eight per cent, 
but it is 10.9 per cent in the north east, 9.7 per cent 


in Yorkshire and Humberside, 9.5 per cent in the 
north west, while we in Wales come in as the 
fourth highest region with nine per cent. 

Compare this with the 5.9 per cent in the south 
west and the 6.3 per cent in the south east and you 
begin to get a picture of how divided the country is 
by unemployment. 

Looking at the constituencies with the highest 
JSA claimants; of the top 15, 11 are Labour con¬ 
stituencies. When looking at the 15 lowest claims, 
all are either Liberal Democrat or Conservative 
seats. The top two lowest JSA claims are in 
Scottish constituencies alongside the gas and oil 
fields off Aberdeen. 

Birmingham Ladywood had 6,799 in June 2007, 
it now has 9,033. Gordon in Scotland had 311 
compared to 569 now. How you see the crisis, 
depends how close to the problem you are. 

Locally, the figures are a little mixed. Ogmore 
constituency, which includes parts of Rhondda 
Cynon Taff, is 216th in the UK out of 650, and 
17th out of 40 in Wales. The Bridgend constituen¬ 
cy is 258th in the UK and 20th in Wales. 

The more depressing figures are from Children 
in Wales, where their survey of parents with dis¬ 
abled children found that 82 per cent of families 
have gone without something because of a lack of 
money. 

Most worrying of all were the figures showing 
that 29 per cent have taken out a loan, 27 per cent 
from a payday, quick cash or loan shark. The loans 
were not for luxuries but for basics such as food, 
heating, specialist equipment/adaptations and days 
out.

It is these families who are being left behind and 
forgotten about as we read media coverage about 
benefits cheats. Most people on benefits are strug¬ 
gling to survive, and when faced with the extra 
cost of disability, especially a disabled child, then 
it is next to impossible. 

The current recession has influenced public atti¬ 
tudes towards unemployment, disability and bene¬ 
fits claimants. The House of Co mm ons Library has 
published a small booklet called Olympic Britain. 
This compares social and economic changes since 
the 1908 and the 1948 Olympic Games to now. 

In 1910, marriage was the critical determinant 
as to whether a woman was working, with only 10 
per cent of married women in work, a figure that 
hardly moved by 1931, yet by 1971 it was 40 per 
cent. 

In contrast, the rate of male employment in 
1921 was 90 per cent, where as today it is 67 per 
cent. The change is due to longer periods spent in 
education and earlier retirement. 

Older men stayed in work because of financial 


hardship and it is interesting to see old age work¬ 
ing starting to return. 

The section dealing with income and poverty 
shows that south Wales had high numbers of chil¬ 
dren who were paupers in 1906, while in 2009 
high numbers of children were in poverty. 

The 1909 Royal Commission on the Poor Law 
showed it was interpreted differently across the 
country. In one area, a widow with a child would 
only have relief if she went into the work house; in 
another she would have nothing for herself and 6p 
and two loaves per week for the child. 

In another area, she would only have help if she 
gave the child up and sent it to a Poor Law School. 

Many years ago as a social worker, I visited a 
lady in her 80s with learning disabilities. I had her 
social services department file, which dated back 
to the days of the Poor Law. 

It detailed her parent’s application for ‘outdoor 
parish relief’. Help was refused, as members of the 
household were deemed to own too many under¬ 
garments. 

The Commons Library booklet reveals that 
today, three out of five families receive state sup¬ 
port and the rules are the same across the country. 
The most common forms of benefit received are 
child benefit and retirement pension. 

Next year will see a new form of inequality. A 
single parent who earns over £50,000 will start to 
lose the benefit, while a couple earning £49,000 
each will keep it.

OLD LLANDOW AIRFIELD 
HOSTS MANY HAUNTINGS! 

T 


1HE hamlet of 
Llandow 
(Llandw/Llan 
-Dwy in Welsh) lies 
four miles west of 
Cowbridge through 
tranquil country 
lanes - the proud, 
and current, host of 
the Eisteddfod on 
the old airfield. 

In the past, a large 
extent of Llandow fell 
into the hands of estates 
owned by distinguished 
families from the sur¬ 
rounding locality, such 
as Dunraven, Came, and 
Franklen. Many streams 
flowed through the 
vicinity, winding into 
the River Alun, but most 
are thought to have 
become victim to liassic 
limestone which gob¬ 
bled up their existence. 

The ancient Grade II 
listed Church of Holy 
Trinity is held by 
Llyswomey, and 
believed to have its ori¬ 
gins from the Normans 
between the 12th and 
13th centuries. Its eye¬ 
catching porchway 
holds the mysterious 
effigy of a 14th century 
lady, although it is 
unclear who she was 
when she lived. 

The church is small in 
size with a parsonage 
house dating back to 
similar times of con¬ 
struction. It is enhanced 
with a saddleback tower, 
which is thought to have 
been a lookout against 
the threat of invasion. 

The church farm¬ 
house, or the Glebe, is 
also a listed stmcture 
with a medieval 
thatched roof from the 
16th century. 

Llandow’s other 
medieval asset is the 
well, or Ffynnon and 


Drindad, the well of the 
Trinity. 

Further interesting 
buildings that feature in 
this sleepy village 
include Ty Teilo, which 
is a diocesan retreat 
house, that was at one 
time a stable block for a 
Georgian Rectory, and 
now holds a chapel, 
meeting room and lus¬ 
cious gardens. 

The Great House 
(which has attached 
flanking ranges) can 
also be identified as Ty 
Draw, which is Grade II 
listed. Built in the 17th 
century, with Tudor 
arched doorways, a large 
fireplace and stone 
stairs, it was once the 
central point of the com¬ 
munity. Its three-tier 
bam was added during 
the 18th century. 

The enigmatic castle 
ringwork lies on slightly 
elevated ground to the 
south/southwest of the 
church, where the 
knight’s fee was held by 
William of Winchester 
in 1262. It is classed 
with monumental impor¬ 
tance, although there 
seems to be no evidence 
of any kind of ancient 
building work in the 
area, so mystery sur¬ 
rounds its existence. 

Another principal 
landmark of Llandow 
lies adjacent to the vil¬ 
lage in the form of the 
now-abandoned WWII 
RAF station and airfield, 
which opened in 1940 
for service during the 
war years. 

The base had a recep¬ 
tion, storage and 
despatch unit for RAF 
aircraft, as well as other 
wartime hangars, includ¬ 
ing unit B flight with 
warplanes such as 
Vampire fighters and 
Spitfires. The airbase 


was closed in 1957. 

A horrific air disaster 
occurred on March 12 
1950, sending the whole 
community into mourn¬ 
ing. An Avro Tudor V 
airliner crashed on 
approach to the mnway 
returning from an inter¬ 
national mgby match in 
Dublin, killing 80 mgby 
supporters and five crew. 
Only three passengers 
survived the tragedy. 

In the lonely lanes 
leading to the village the 
lifelike figure of a for¬ 
lorn lady wearing a 
white robe has been seen 
wandering through the 
area as if in search of 
something mysterious, 
before vanishing through 
the hedgerow. Who 
could this phantom lady 
be, and why does she 
seem so desperate to 
locate something from a 
world now beyond her 
grasp? 

The eerie image of a 
young girl limping as if 
injured haunts the lane 
too. This frightful mani¬ 
festation then disappears 
in a flash. Why would a 
ghostly child want to 
recreate an action that 
caused her distress in a 
life past our understand¬ 
ing? 

Precisely on the first 
Monday in August, the 
piercing sound of cries 
and screams can be 
heard bellowing out 
across the land. Could 
these pitiful noises be 
from a man who was 
torn to pieces by hell 
hounds on this day many 
years ago, or just a mass 
figment of imagination? 

The redundant airfield 
seems to be no stranger 
to ghostly activity. The 
haunting vision of 
vapourous red flashing 
lights have been seen in 


the distance, coupled 
with the silhouette of a 
Second World War pilot, 
silently walking across 
the old airfield only to 
fade away in a white 
mist. Why would such a 
courageous serviceman 
want to return to an area 
immersed with sadness 
from that harrowing time 
of conflict? 

Fact or fiction? Only 
you can decide...

With the winners list¬ 
ed next to their awards 
in last week’s edition, 
The GEM takes a closer 
look at some of the sto¬ 
ries behind them. 

The winner of the 
‘Outstanding 
Contribution to the 
Community’ award was 
Les Jones. Les has ded¬ 
icated his time to 
improving the lives of 
children and young peo¬ 
ple in Maesteg. 

Since retiring last 
year, he has worked 
tirelessly on the cam¬ 
paign to re-open the 
Courthouse, Maesteg’s 
main youth project - a 
key aid in helping 
young people in the 
area, many of whom are 
from disadvantaged 
backgrounds, as well as 
being a trustee of many 
local charities, includ¬ 
ing Y Bont in Bridgend, 
and supports them to 
secure vital funding to 
carry on their good 
work. 

The winner of the 
‘Child of Courage’ 
award was Lexi 
Hailstone - a little girl 
who, despite being only 
four years old, has been 
through an enormous 
struggle just to be alive 
today. 

Bom with a rare 
chromosome disorder 
that has meant that she 
has spent most of her 
young life in and out of 
hospital, battling life 
threatening seizures and 
even spending 10 days 
on life support, Lexi 
also has to contend with 
severe hearing loss and 
partial sight. 

She needs support 24 
hours a day, and it was 
widely accepted that she 
would never be able to 
walk, talk, smile, sit 
upright or even display 
any emotion. 

Despite this, she’s 
already defied the odds 
on two of these, sitting 
up and smiling, and 
she’s working hard to 
tick the rest off too. 

A spokesperson told 
The GEM: “£575 was 
raised on the night to go 
towards physiotherapy 
for Lexi in London to 
help her to walk.” 


The wmner of the 
‘Adult Achiever’ award 
was Sammy-Jo Atkins, 
who left school at 15 
with no qualifications, 
little confidence and lit¬ 
tle hope of establishing 
a career. 

But, the birth of her 
daughter five years ago 
changed all this. She 
has since made every 
effort to make sure that 
her daughter leams by 
example by enrolling in 
most of the courses that 
the ‘Bridges into Work’ 
and council schemes 
offer. 

She found an interest 
in social work, and is 
working to make this 
her career, enrolling on 
a humanities degree, 
sign language course 
and health and social 
course. 

The winner of the 
‘Young Achiever’ award 
was five-year-old Lillie 
Eve Cronin, who dedi¬ 
cates her time outside of 
school to charity work, 
raising money for 
autism charities because 
her little brother, three- 
year-old Archie, suffers 
from the disorder. 

She spends her time 
coming up with creative 
ways to raise funds, and 
to date she’s completed 
a sponsored walk, as 
well as raising £500 for 
the charity Autism 
Puzzles. She’s lined up 
her next challenge too, a 
sponsored cycle which 
she’s doing next month. 

The winner of the 
‘Gold Award’ was 
Bettws Primary 
School, which had 
caught on fire, but the 
swift action of staff at 
the school had ensured 
the safe evacuation of 
all the pupils, despite 
the severity of the fire. 

Jan Brady’s 
‘Outstanding 
Contribution to Animal 
Welfare’ has seen her, 
for the last 15 years, mn 
the rescue cattery for 
Maesteg Animal 
Welfare from her own 
home. 

She gives all her time 
on a voluntary basis, 
and as well as rescuing 
and taking care of the 
cats, she has also helped 
to find loving homes for 
hundreds. 

The ‘Green Award’ 
went to Bridgend 
Country Recycling 
Service, who in the 
space of two years 
helped guide Bridgend 
from the second worst 
local authority for recy¬ 


cling in Wales, to 
exceeding the county 
borough’s recycling tar¬ 
get for 2012/13 a year 
early! 

Lrom getting schools 
on board with the 
‘Recycling Ranger’ 
roadshow, to carefully 
crafting a campaign that 
would reach the nearly 
60,000 households in 
the county, the team 
managed to succeed in 
helping to educate the 
people of Bridgend on 
the ways that they could 
become greener. 

Helen Morgan, win¬ 
ner of the ‘Carer of the 
Year’ award, has cared 
for her son Aaron for 
the last 17 years. Aaron 
can’t talk, see, or walk, 
and needs 24-hour 
attention. 

Helen has provided 
this, both in her role at 
Heronsbridge School 
and as an extra curricu¬ 
lar carer. 

‘Mum of the Year’ 
Sian Evans was preg¬ 
nant with her first child 
when she received the 
devastating news that 
she had breast cancer. 

As a result of this, 
she had to endure an 
emergency C section to 
deliver her baby girl 
three weeks early, and 
then shortly after being 
allowed to bond with 
her beautiful baby 
Katie, had to endure 


further surgery to 
remove the cancer. 

A gruelling course of 
chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy followed, 
yet despite the harrow¬ 
ing effects of this, her 
only concern was for 
the wellbeing of her 
daughter. 

Katie turned one 
back in March, and 
around the same time, 
Sian received her all 
clear. 

Hannah Jarrett 

received the 
‘Contribution to 
Charity’ award. 
Although only young, 
she suffers from type 
one diabetes. Despite 
this, she’s extremely 
active and is currently 
studying hard for her 
GCSEs. 

She’s used her active 
nature as a catalyst to 
raise money for a chari¬ 
ty close to her heart, the 
Junior Diabetic 
Association. Hannah’s 
organised and taken part 
in sponsored zip wire 
sessions and charity 
walks, as well as 
arranging quizzes and 
other events to help 
support her chosen 
charity. 

Clive Holmes earned 
the ‘Outstanding 
Contribution to Sport’ 
award as he has played 
more than 1,000 games 
for Tondu Cricket Club. 


He still turns out 
every Saturday, usually 
as captain of the second 
team, but this season, at 
the tender age of 60, he 
has forced his way back 
into the first team. 

The ‘Outstanding 
Bravery Award’ went to 
four boys - Lloyd 
Griffiths, Scott Govan, 
Ollie Lewis and Rory 
Thomas - of Bridgend 
Athletic rugby’s youth 
team. 

The four boys were 
on Newbridge fields 
putting in some extra 
practice when their 
friend Lewis suffered a 
serious epileptic fit and 
stopped breathing. 

Despite being just 17, 
and this being the first 
time they’d ever seen 
their friend in this con¬ 
dition, they acted swift¬ 
ly, put him in the recov¬ 
ery position, called an 
ambulance, and rushed 
to get help, managing to 
get hold of a rugby 
coach and off duty 
policeman, who were 
able to begin chest com¬ 
pressions at a critical 
time where Lewis’ heart 
had stopped. 

Their swift action 
almost certainly saved 
their friends’ life. 

The ‘Dad of the 
Year’ award went to 
Kevin Meredith. 


ST JAMES’ 
CHURCH in Wick 
is the first place of 
worship in Wales 
to host a defibrilla¬ 
tor in the hope that 
it will save local 
lives. 

A defibrillator gives 
the victims of heart 
attacks an electric shock 
in a bid to revive them. 

The Rev Anthony 
Beer of St James’ 
Church explained that 
with Wick being in an 
isolated area of the 
western Vale, having the 
life saving device made 
good sense. 

“We are a further 
four miles on than 
Llantwit Major and in 
an emergency time that 
can be critical. 

“The defibrillator will 
be located inside the 
porch and accessible 24 
hours a day. 

“It is a brilliant piece 
of equipment and a 
voice talks people 
through the procedure. 

“It is a marvellous, 
practical way of helping 
the whole of the local 
community.” 

The defibrillator even 
assesses the patient 
prior to it activating and 
if the heart is beating it 
can inform the user that 
it is not required. 

Churches are well 
known landmarks in 
rural communities and 
another 10 to 12 defibri- 
lators are expected to be 
located inside churches 
in rural Welsh commu¬ 
nities later this year. 


The Welsh 
Ambulance Service 
trains volunteers across 
Wales in the use of 
defibrilators, and the

Police monitor 
town night life 


POLICE and part¬ 
ner agencies in 
Bridgend are con¬ 
tinuing to target 
pubs and clubs, 
aiming to ensure 
visitors to the town 
have a safe night 
out. 

Visits are being con¬ 
ducted by officers from 
South Wales Police, the 
Fire Service, BCBC 
Licensing Authority and 
Trading Standards to 
ensure licence conditions 
are being adhered to, and 
to provide a highly visi¬ 
ble presence in the town 
centre. 

A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Seven 
licensed premises were 
recently visited in 
Bridgend and a number 
of minor licensing 
offences were found. 

“Trading Standards 
also visited two premises 
in Pencoed to educate 
licensees on underage 
alcohol sales and proxy 
sales. Advice packs were 
issued, along with 
leaflets concerning the 
offences of such sales.” 

The activity comes as 
part of the CounterAct 
traffic light scheme, 
which sees partnerships 
promoting a safe 
approach to alcohol in 
the borough’s pubs and 
clubs. 

Businesses with a 
green light reflect a well 
managed venue, whereas 


a red premises suggests 
there may be issues of 
concern. An action plan 
will be agreed with any 
licence holder in the red 
zone. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “It is hoped that 
CounterAct will help 
recognise good practice, 
as well as identify prob¬ 
lem areas at an early 
stage, so that premises 
can avoid long-term 
alcohol-related crime 
issues.” 

Andrew Leach, watch 
manager from South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “Fire 
Safety Officers examined 
fire precautions at 
licensed premises in the 
town and identified areas 
where improvements 
could be made. 

“It was reassuring to 
discover that generally 
the fire safety standards 
were at a reasonable 
level and were being 
effectively maintained. 

“With the safety of the 
public being our greatest 
concern, these visits 
prove invaluable in 
maintaining the safety 
precautions required in 
licensed premises”. 

Sergeant Claire 
Lamerton, who led the 
most recent activity, said: 
“Our operations are 
aimed at promoting a 
safe and enjoyable 
atmosphere for people to 
be out socialising and 
enjoying themselves in 
Bridgend town centre.”

Mr Victor continued: “This would 
create economic and environmental 
benefits in the East Central ward area 
of Porthcawl and reproduce an invest¬ 
ment revenue stream for BCBC.” 

He continued: “The reintroduction 
of a temporary site would enable the 
council and the police to deal with the 
continual camper van parking problem 
that exists in Sandy Lane, Mackworth 
Road, Eastern Promenade and even 
Rest Bay. 

“Residents living in these areas 
have complained for years and get 
annoyed and fractious with people in 
illegally parked vans with no toilet 
facilities playing loud music and 
drinking until the early hours close to 
their homes. 

“If BCBC provided parking facili¬ 
ties, this unacceptable situation would 
end and also improve the holiday 
experience of those who have paid for 
accommodation in this visitor centre 
of town.” 

He added that such a development 
would improve the coastline from 
Trecco Bay to the fairground area. 


He said that the costs for reclaim¬ 
ing, reopening and putting in statutory 
services could well be bom by the 
developer and the commercial sector - 
provided BCBC took a “realistic” atti¬ 
tude. 

He emphasised: “We feel sure there 
would be serious local interest to 
undertake this project.” 

He said that a maximum period of 
occupancy of three to four weeks for 
touring caravans and camper vans, but 
no static caravans, would allow the site 
to be reclaimed quickly should that be 
necessary. 

He concluded: “Camper van facili¬ 
ties would improve the town’s tourism 
market and enhance the area in gener¬ 
al.” 

A spokesperson for BCBC said: 
“We have received Porthcawl 
SHOUT’s document and we are con¬ 
sidering the proposal. 

“One option could be to explore 
how this might work as a potential 
partnership project. We look forward 
to feeding back to SHOUT in due 
course.”

A CHARITY

He said: “Every year, 
hundreds of men in 
Wales are told they have 
prostate cancer and, in 
many cases, they will 
require surgery. 

“Robotic urological 
surgery is now routine in 
many countries. 

Although it doesn’t 
guarantee a better out¬ 
come in the long term, it 
is minimally invasive, 
and so causes less trau¬ 
ma, requires shorter hos¬ 
pital stays, and there’s 
less risk of complica¬ 
tions such as impotence 
and incontinence. 

“If you are a prostate 
patient in England and 
want robotic surgery, 
you are likely to get it 
on the NHS. 

“In Wales, you don’t 
get it at all. Instead, you 
have to leave Wales and 
pay £15,000 for private 
treatment. 

“It’s grossly unfair. 
That’s why Prostate 
Cymru has launched 
Operation Robot.” 

Andy Thomas told 
The GEM: “The ironic 
thing is that Welsh 
patients are paying 
money to support the 
cost of having robot 
machines in England!” 

Mr Ed Rowe is a con¬ 
sultant urological sur¬ 
geon in Bristol. He said: 
“The Da Vinci robotic 
system has transformed 
the way surgeons can 
perform complex and 
precision surgery, while 
vastly reducing the trau¬ 
ma to the patient’s body. 

“The impact of the 
procedure on the patient 
is so much reduced that 
the vast majority can go 
home the day after the 
operation.” 

Ray Murray said that 
a Welsh Da Vinci robot 
would not be used just 
for prostate surgery. It 
would be suitable for 
other surgery on both 
women and men. 

He said: “Robotically 
assisted surgery is the 
future for medical treat¬ 
ments, and Operation 
Robot needs the support 
of the public if we are 
going to bring this sur¬ 
gery to Wales. 

“We want as many 
people as possible to get 
involved. 

“Operation Robot 
aims to hold fundraising 
events throughout Wales, 
and accept donations 
from well wishers.

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Millennium Centre poet 
takes the Bardic Crown

THE Bardic Crown 
at this year’s 
National 
Eisteddfod has 
gone to Wales’ 
national poet 
Gwyneth Lewis for 
2005/06. 

The crown was pre¬ 
sented in a ceremony on 
the Pavilion stage on 
Monday, August 6. 

This year’s competi¬ 
tion attracted 32 entries, 
and ‘Y Fran’ was award¬ 
ed the crown for her 
sequence of poems (not 
more than 250 lines) on 
the subject ‘Ynys’ 
(Island). 

Speaking on behalf of 
his co-adjudicators, 
Cyril Jones and Penri 
Roberts, Cen Williams 
said, “Y Fran has given 
careful thought to every 
word and clause 


throughout the 

sequence, and this poet’s 
interpretation of the sub¬ 
ject is totally different to 
everyone else. 

“A master of his (sic) 
craft, this poet’s 
sequence has raised the 
standard of this year’s 
crown competition to an 
impressive high.” 

Born in Cardiff and 
educated at Ysgol Gyfun 
Rhydfelen, Gwyneth 
Lewis won the Prose 
Medal at the Urdd 
National Eisteddfod in 
Barry (1977) and Builth 
Wells (1978). 

She studied English at 
Cambridge and spent 
three years in the US as 
a Harkness Fellow. 

Having received her 
PhD at Oxford for her 
work on Iolo 
Morganwg, she returned 
to Wales, and worked as 
a television producer. 


She left the BBC to 
concentrate on writing in 
2002 and was the 
National Poet of Wales 
in 2005-06. She became 
an Honorary Member of 
the Gorsedd in 2006. 

She has published 
eight volumes of poetry 
in Welsh and English, 
starting with Sonedau 
Redsa (1990), a long 
poem for her god-daugh¬ 
ter in the Phillipines. 
Cyfrif Un ac Un yn Dri 
(1996) reached the 
shortlist in the Book of 
the Year competition, 
which she later won in 
1999 with her volume, Y 
Llofrudd Iaith. 

Gwyneth composed 
the words on the front of 
the Wales Millennium 
Centre building in 
Cardiff Bay. In 2012, 
she won the Society of 
Authors” Cholmondely 
Prize, recognising an 
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exceptional body of 
work. 

She has written two 
radio plays for BBC 
Radio 4, and her first 
stage play, 

Clytemnestra, was per¬ 
formed by Sherman 
Cymru this year. 

The winning work 
was inspired by the story 
of Branwen, in the sec¬ 
ond branch of the 
Mabinogi. After losing 
the war in Ireland, 
Bran’s head was 
removed from his body. 

The Welsh contingent 
spent 80 years feasting 
on the island of Gwales 
near Pembrokeshire, and 
throughout this period, 
Bran’s head conversed 
with the group. 

The period ended 
when the door to Aber 
Henfelen was opened, 
and they travelled to 
London where his head 
was buried, creating the 
foundation for the city. 

The crown is donated 
by the Vale Council and 
the financial prize is pre¬ 
sented by Islwyn and 
Ann Jones of Wenvoe. 

The crown was 
designed and created by 
Anne Morgan of 
Penarth, and it was her 
first National Eisteddfod 
Crown.

Nevertheless, it was 
the Saturday when the 
full range of activities 
and attractions were up 
and running, and the 
opening day attracted 
18,207 - up on the first 
day at Wrexham last 
year by 1,500, despite 
the rival attraction of 
‘Super Saturday’ at the 
Olympics. 

When this reporter 
arrived, at 1pm on the 
Saturday, things were 
running smoothly. I 
drove along the A48 
from Bridgend, noting 
the heavy signposting to 
tell drivers not to travel 
through Llysworney. 

There were no hold¬ 
ups, only a modest 
queue at the Eisteddfod 
site entrance, which was 
well marshalled, and a 
smooth parking system 
that took me to a space 
on a field already packed 
with cars. 

The Maes itself was a 
hive of activity, with 
people heading off to 
particular events, or just 
strolling around, taking 
in the sights and stop¬ 
ping at various stalls. 

I know that it is a cel¬ 
ebration of Welsh cul¬ 
ture, so apologies, but 
my first port of call was 
the food area - and I 
doubt if there were any 
complaints here. 

I had a patriotic 
snack, a bacon, cockles 
and laver bread wrap 
(very tasty but a touch 
salty) but all styles of 
cooking were available. 

There was Indian 
food, burgers, pizza, all 
types of baguettes and 
sandwiches - although 
the most popular still 
seemed to be good old 
fish and chips! 

This year’s 

Eisteddfod has benefited 
from being on a site with 
plenty of tarmaced 
areas, and walkways 
meant that there was lit¬ 
tle danger of the site get¬ 
ting too muddy. 

There was a heavy

downpour while I was 
there, and one or two 
areas were looking a lit¬ 
tle muddy but in the 
main, the drainage 
seemed to be good. 

One of the joys of the 
Maes is just wandering 
from stall to stall and 
asking the people you 
meet to tell you about 
their organisation. 

On the Cymdeithas 
Cymru-Ariannin stand, 
Cans Griffith and Elvey 
MacDonald talked about 
the society’s work with 
the Welsh-speaking 
community in 

Patagonia. 

The society is particu¬ 
larly active in education, 
sending teachers to 
Patagonia and then 
bringing promising stu¬ 
dents to study here in 
Wales. The subject war¬ 
rants a longer report, so 
look out for next week’s 
GEM. 

However, Caris and 
Elvey pointed out that 
2015 is the 150th 
anniversary of the Welsh 



arriving in Patagonia, 
and celebrations are 
planned, so anyone 
thinking of visiting 
should bear that in mind. 

Incidentally, it is 
worth noting that, as an 
English-speaking 
Welshman, I never 
encountered any prob¬ 
lem at all when I 
approached people on 
the Maes. 

The political parties 
like to be seen at the 
Eisteddfod, and the 
Greens, Plaid Cymru, 
Labour, Conservatives 
and (to my surprise) 
Seren y Bore (The 


Morning Star) all had 
stalls. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said that he was treating 
the Eisteddfod as an 
eight-day surgery, and 
was hoping to see as 
many constituents as 
possible. 

He said: “I have been 
coming to National 
Eisteddfods for 35 years 
and this site is excellent. 
It is a great credit to so 
many people who have 
worked so hard over the 
years to bring it to the 
Vale.”

Archbishop’s backing 
for the Eisteddfod 


WELSH learners 
and people interest¬ 
ed in the language 
should feel welcome 
at the National 
Eisteddfod, the 
Archbishop of 
Wales has empha¬ 
sised. 

Dr Barry Morgan, 
who is also Bishop of 
Llandaff - the diocese 
which encompasses the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
where this year’s 
Eisteddfod is being held 
- pointed out that the 
event was open to all, 
not just fluent Welsh- 
speakers. 

He said: “The Vale 
may not be a traditional 
Welsh-language heart¬ 
land but it is very rich in 
culture and heritage. 

“In fact, the Diocese 
of Llandaff was one of 
the most Welsh-speak¬ 


ing of dioceses in previ¬ 
ous centuries. 

“Today, there are 
more Welsh speakers 
and learners in it than in 
any other part of the 
Province, because of its 
large population, and 
there is a growing inter¬ 
est in using more Welsh 
in church services, for 
example. 


“It’s wonderful to 
have the Eisteddfod in 
the diocese this year and 
I hope all Welsh learn¬ 
ers and those interested 
in the language will go 
along, perhaps practice 
their skills, celebrate the 
national identity we 
share, and be assured of 
a warm welcome,” the 
Archbishop added.

McFarlane’s cuddly 
comedy will have 
you laughing hard! 


H AVING cre¬ 
ated the 
likes of 

Family Guy and 
American Dad , 

Seth McFarlane 
arguably has a 
strong grip on 
adult animation, 
the shows earning 
a fervent fanbase 
attuned to 
McFarlane's crude, 
but incredibly 
clever, comedy. 

A move to the big 
screen was predictable, 
and his first film as 
writer/director is Ted. 
Mark Wahlberg plays 
John, whose childhood 
wish that his teddy bear, 
Ted (voiced by 
McFarlane), would 
come to life, is granted. 

Having grown up 
together, their friendship 
faces a test when John's 
girlfriend Lori (Mila 
Kunis) decides that she 
wants more from the 
relationship and John 
faces having to grow up 
without Ted by his 
side... 

Many films suffer 
from having a clever 
idea that doesn’t pan out 
into a good film - 
Snakes on a Plane a 
prime example of a 
good concept that isn’t 
worked up into a fulfill¬ 
ing piece of cinema. 

Ted could easily have 
followed its path, the 
concept of a teddy bear 
coming to life and then 
growing up with the 
same life experiences as 
the average person is 
original, but does it 
have the legs to become 
something more?

of heart. 

As anyone who has 
seen his televisual out¬ 
put, knows McFarlane 
is throw-everything-at- 
the-wall type of guy, the 
comedy strongly, and 
cleverly written, but 
with a scattergun 
approach that more 
often than not yields big 
laughs. 

That isn’t tempered 
here, the film having 
more than a passing 
resemblance to the 
humour of his shows, 
but with a more rounded 
and well constructed 
foundation to build 
upon. 

There is the usual 
balance of sweary 
humour and skewering 
of pop culture idols (the 
likes of Katy Perry 
coming in for a more 
than gentle ribbing) but 
with it all comes the 
tender tale of friendship 
and the importance of it 
all, McFarlane showing 
a thus-far unseen side 
that shows he is more 
than capable of layering 
his baser comedic 
instincts with a lot more 
depth and subtlety. 

He is ably assisted by 
some wonderful per¬ 
formances from his cast, 
not least from Mark 
Wahlberg in the lead.

building on the comedic 
turn he delivered in The 
Other Guys. 

Performing largely 
alongside a computer¬ 
generated teddy bear 
(superbly and wittily 
voiced by McFarlane) 
Wahlberg makes for a 
likeable lead, dryly 
funny and charismatic. 

Proving he is turning 
into an all-round per¬ 
former, Wahlberg’s turn 
is the highlight here, 
with the rest of the cast 
all delivering the goods. 

Mila Kunis doesn’t 
have much to do as 
Wahlberg’s girlfriend, 
but delivers what she is 
given well, while 
Giovanni Ribisi, as a 
stalker infatuated with 
Ted, and Joel McHale, 
as Kunis’ slimy boss, all 
have their moments. 

Throw in some nice 
cameos, not least from 
Flash Gordon himself, 
Sam Jones, and the cast 
are all in good form. 

Certainly the 106 
minute running time 
feels a little slower 
towards the end, as the 
gag rate decreases and a 
sub-plot involving 
Ribisi comes to a head, 
but with the amount of 
laughs on offer, and the 
quality turns, this is for¬ 
givable. 

As sweary comedies 
involving teddy bears 
go, Ted is most certainly 
the best on offer! 

VERDICT-A high 
gag rate, and winning 
performances from the 
cast, particularly 
Mark Wahlberg, Ted is 
a laugh riot, Seth 
McFarlane’s big- 
screen debut a huge 
success; fans of Family 
Guy, and of comedy in 
general, will be well 
served by this slice of 
cinema!

TWO EVENTS PUT PORTHCAWL 
IN THE SPOTLIGHT THIS WEEK 


TWO landmark projects 
aimed at raising the pro¬ 
file of Porthcawl will be 
launched in the next 
week. 

Work to create a new multi¬ 
million pound marina will offi¬ 
cially begin on Friday, August 
10, when Bridgend County 
Borough Council Deputy 
Leader, Councillor David Sage, 
officially hands the site to the 
contractor BAM Nuttall. 

The £3.2m harbour scheme 
is the first phase of regenera¬ 
tion work in Porthcawl and will 
include a new lock gate with 
pedestrian foot bridge and 
extension to the eastern break¬ 
water, engineering work to the 
harbour walls and a new pon¬ 
toon system. 

The number of berths will 
more than double to 70, with 
visitor moorings also available, 
and the harbour master building 
will also be renovated. 

A BCBC spokesperson said: 
“The project also forms part of 


a scheme to make Porthcawl 
and Swansea Bay a ‘Water 
Sports Centre of Excellence’ 
and is being part funded by the 
European Regional 

Development Fund through the 
Welsh Government, Visit 
Wales, the council’s own finan¬ 
cial resources. The pro¬ 
gramme aims to encourage on¬ 
shore and off-shore facilities 
for watersport activity. 

Next, on Wednesday, August 
15, the First Minister and 
Bridgend AM Carwyn Jones 
will officially launch the 
Bridgend county borough 
stretch of the 870-mile Wales 
Coast Path at a special celebra¬ 
tion event, at 10am on 
Porthcawl’s main promenade, 
opposite the Seabank Hotel. 

Developed over six years by 
BBCB rights of way team in 
partnership with the Welsh 
Government, Welsh European 
Funding Office, Countryside 
Council for Wales, the 
Bridgend Local Access Forum, 
Porthcawl Town Council and 


Cornelly and Merthyr Mawr 
community councils, the 11.5 
mile route runs through 
Merthyr Mawr, Porthcawl, 
Sker and Kenfig, and is an inte¬ 
gral part of the Wales Coast 
Path which aims to support 
local tourism and promote 
places of interest along its 
length. 

The spokesperson said: 
“Since the project began in 
2007, the council’s rights of 
way team has improved public 
rights of access from Porthcawl 
up to Rest Bay, particularly for 
those with mobility problems 
and created new access at 
Kenfig National Nature 
Reserve, through Merthyr 
Mawr Warren, Newton 


Burrows and Trecco Bay. 

Coun David Sage said: 
“These are two really important 
and exciting projects for 
Porthcawl and for the wider 
county borough, as they are 
sure to attract visitors from near 
and far. Anyone choosing to 
walk the coastal path over the 
next nine months will also be 
able to witness the transforma¬ 
tion of Porthcawl’s harbour into 
an outstanding marina.” 

The Porthcawl Marina exhi¬ 
bition will be open every 
Monday 9am-12pm (excluding 
bank holiday), Wednesday 
5pm-7pm and Friday lpm-5pm 
until August 31.

A TOTAL of 294 
people attended the 
series of public 
exhibitions held 
recently in south 
Wales as part of the 
consultation into 
the Atlantic Array 
Offshore Wind 
Farm. 

The exhibitions gave 
details of the results of 
the environmental 
assessments for the 
proposed wind farm 
and highlighted the 
changes that had been 
made to proposals fol¬ 


lowing last year’s pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Members of the 
Atlantic Array project 
team, supported by a 
range of specialists, 
were on hand to 
answer questions on 
the project, wind 
power and renewable 
energy generally. 

Robert Thornhill, 
development manager 
for the Atlantic Array 
Offshore Wind Farm, 
said: “Many people 
were pleased to see that 
we had listened to their 
comments and acted 
on them by moving the 


wind farm further 
from the Welsh coast, 
reducing the maximum 
number of turbines in 
our application and 
reducing the spread of 
turbines across the 
horizon. 

“We were able to 
answer questions, dis¬ 
cuss people’s specific 
concerns and explain 
our plans in more 
detail, face to face. 

“Although we have 
now come to the end of 
our public exhibitions, 
the consultation is still 
ongoing and will not 
finish until the end of

AMs calling for 
residents to give 
views on Array 


REGIONAL AMs 
Suzy Davies and 
Byron Davies have 
urged people living 
in the Bridgend 
area to let them 
know their views on 
the plans for a wind 
farm in the Bristol 
Channel. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
Regional AM for South 
Wales West, visited the 
exhibition on the 
Atlantic Array which 
was mounted in 
Porthcawl by developers 
Channel Energy, who are 
a wholly owned sub¬ 
sidiary of RWE npower 
renewables. 

The exhibition gave 
details of amended pro¬ 
posals for the wind farm 
which would see up to 
278 turbines installed in 
an area of sea lying 
between Gower and 
Devon. Each turbine 
could be up to 700 feet 
high. 

Mrs Davies said that it 
was important that she 
understood what the 
public thought of the 
plan. 

She said: “I know that 
there was considerable 
opposition in Porthcawl 
to the previous offshore 
application at 

Scarweather Sands. 

“Obviously, many 
people would object to 
this much larger scheme, 
even though it is further 
away from Porthcawl. 

“However, I would 
like to have a range of 
views before I make my 
observations to the 
developers by the end of 
August.” 

She said that the 
amended plan covered a 
much smaller area of sea 
than previously pro¬ 
posed, although the area 
leased by Crown Estates 
to the company remained 
the same, stretching 22 
miles along the coast. 

“There are fears 
among some people that 
if this application is 
granted, the developers 
may come back for a 
second bite of the cherry 
in the future with plans 
for additional wind tur¬ 
bines within the remain¬ 
der of this designated 
area. That is something 
that must be considered.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
she was concerned about 
the threat to harbour por¬ 
poises, dolphins and 


other cetaceans who 
breed in the area and live 
there in large numbers. 

She said that pile driv¬ 
ing into the sea bed 
could cause irreversible 
damage to the sensitive 
hearing of these marine 
mammals who rely on 
sonar to detect their prey. 

“There are many con¬ 
siderations that have to 
be weighed up,” she 
added. 

“If a south Wales port 
like Swansea or Port 
Talbot were to be desig¬ 
nated as the main port 
for the development then 
there could be an impor¬ 
tant boost to jobs and 
spin off for local busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Byron Davies, who is 
also a Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, said 
that he was very con¬ 
cerned about the effect 
on Gower. 

“The developers have 
admitted that the Array 
would still be signifi¬ 
cantly visible from 
Gower despite their 
changes and that’s what 
concerns me,” he said. 
“Tourism in Gower is 
hugely important as it is 
throughout the entire 
Swansea Bay area. 

“I am also concerned 
about the visual impact 
generally, and have wor¬ 
ries about the effect on 
our marine mammals. 

“At the moment, my 
inclination is to object to 
the proposal, but I want 
to hear what arguments 
can be put up in favour 
of the wind farm.”

AMID speculation 
he may be about to 
return to Cardiff 
City for the forth¬ 
coming season, 
Peterston-super- 
Ely’s Craig 
Bellamy certainly 
didn’t let the talk 
cloud his vision as 
he starred for 
Team GB through¬ 
out their Olympic 
football quest. 

Chosen by Team GB 
coach Stuart Pearce as 
one of his three ‘over¬ 
age’ players (the squad 
being made up of 18 
footballers, all except 
three having to be aged 
under 23-years-old), 
Bellamy (33) put all 
fears about his ageing 
body to rest as he spear¬ 
headed the Team GB 
attack in all four of their 
Olympic fixtures. 

In fact, it was the 
Welsh international who 
Team GB had to thank 
for securing a point in 
their opening fixture 


against Senegal at Old 
Trafford, Manchester. 

Early on, former 
Welsh captain Ryan 
Giggs floated in a cross 
which Steven Caulker 
nodded down in to the 
path of Bellamy, who 
volleyed home to 
become the first British 
footballer since 
Northern Ireland’s 
Patrick Hasty in 1960 to 
score at the Olympics. 

Senegal equalised 
late on, and so Bellamy 
and Team GB went in to 
their second fixture 
against UAE at 
Wembley searching for 
their first win. 

Bellamy again 
starred, first crossing for 
Giggs to head home at 
the far post, before 
again squaring for Tom 
Cleverly, whose effort 
rebounded off both 
posts to safety. 

After UAE had 
equalised against the 
run of play, Bellamy 
again sprinted down the 
wing and sent in a dan¬ 
gerous cross which

Although GB’s attack 
saw less of the ball in 
their 1-0 win over 
Uruguay in Bellamy’s 
home town of Cardiff, 
Bellamy was still one of 
the more dangerous 
players in possession 
and Sturridge should 
have done better with 
one delivery whipped in 
by the Liverpool star. 

With another win in 
the bag, Team GB pro¬ 
gressed to a quarter¬ 
final against South 
Korea on Saturday 
(August 4), again at 
Cardiff’s Millennium 
Stadium. 

Bellamy was again in 
attacking mood on the 
right, but GB eventually 
went out on penalties, 
5-4, with Bellamy hav¬ 
ing been replaced by 
Giggs with five minutes 
of normal time remain¬ 
ing. 

His quest for an 
Olympic medal may be 
at an end, but the for¬ 
mer Manchester City 
and Newcastle striker, 
widely praised as one of 
the tournament’s top 
performers, will have a 
lot of positivity to take 
in to the new season.
